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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1 1 , 1 3-1 5, 1 7-22, 25 and 26 are currently pending. Claims 1 1 , 1 8, 20, 22 and 26 
are withdrawn as being non-elected. Claims 13-15, 17, 19, 21 and 25 are being examined. 

All rejections and/or objections not explicitly maintained in this office action have been 
withdrawn per Applicants' claim amendments and/or persuasive arguments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 13-15, 19, 21 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Dohring et al., Organometallics, Vol. 20, pp. 388-402 (2000), cited by Applicants. 
The Dohring et al. article discloses the compound (n 1 :n 5 -cyclo-C 4 H 8 NSiMe20SiMe2C5H 4 )-CrCl2, 
catalyst compositions and polymerizations of ethylene using said catalysts. See entire 
document. Note that the compound reads on the claims where Z is OSiMe 2 , A is n 1 :n 5 -cyclo- 
C 4 H 8 NSiMe 2 and M is Cr. Further it is noted that since the claims recites "A 
monocyclopentadienyl complex comprising formula Cp-A-A-M A (II)", said language does not 
restrict the formula from other ligands such as CI. Thus the claims are anticipated by Dohring et 
al. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 17 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
